Col. Baker's Panishmeut-

London, Aug. 4th. — No one can 
question tiio ijerfeot ju.slico of Col. 
Baker's oonTictioii, but its consfiquen- 
CRB are terrible. .He mast bo disinis.s- 
ed from the iiriii_v, aiRi if the prece- 
dent in the case of Major li is 

followed, aa ifc probably will be, he 
will lose the value of hiu coraraiasion, 
which is between .C8,0U0 and .C'J.OOO. 
Ho mu.st pay the line of XSOO and all 
the co.sta of his prosocutiou, which 
will not be Icsh than X5UU, so that the 
pecuniary loas which he will suffer for 
his^offense will be all of XIO.UOU, or 
150,000. This, however, is the least 
and li<TbteF3t of his puuishments— his 
family is rich and the money can be 
spared easily. But thou comes th3 
^w^va , months' imprisonment in the 
Horsemonger Lane Jail. True, the 
Judge was merciful enough to order 
that during his imprisonment ho should 
be exempt from the physical degrada- 
tion of working with the thieves and 
other felons who arc his fellow- pri- 
soners; he is to be treated, it is suj)- 
posed, like a debtor. But the moral 
degradation remains, and it will be 
prectioally inetfacoable. I am told 
that his name will be stricken from 
the roll of the clubs of which he was 
a member, and that upon his release 
from prison he will find every door 
olosed against him. Much surprise 
was excited by the remark made by 
the Judge in sentencing him, to the 
effect that he might efface the stigma 
of bis onme and degradation by some 
splendid act of service to his country, 
in the future. But how can ho do 
- this if, as is now said to bo certain, ho 
is to be cashiered from the army "for 
conduct unbecoming an oflk-cr and a 
gentleman?" Colonel Baker • was a 
magnificent ofl&cer. Prince Freder- 
ick Charles of Prussia not long ago 
eaid that there were "only four great 
cavalry officers in Europe," and of 
these Colonel Baker was one. Ho was 
esteemed throughout the whole army; 
the men respected and liked 
him; his fellow-ofTicors looked 
up to him. The L'ommaii- 
der-in-Ohief, the Duke of Cambridge, 
was warmly sttaohed to him. On the 
very night after Col. Baker's unhappy 
meeting with Miss Dickinson he was 
present at a dinner given by the Duke; 
in fact, it was to attend that dinner he 
was coming to town. After the din- 
ner ho made a little speech in honor 
of the Duke, which so charmed his 
Royal Highness that as the Colonel 
sat down he slapped him on the 
shoulder and exclaimed, ''Jjakerl 
you are the best fellow that 
overlived!" The aiVei'tion which the 
Prince of Wales bore for his well 
known, and, in a word, there was no 

• otecer in the British army who Avas 
at once so de.sorving and so certain of 
future promotion and ;:lory as \hi-: 
now disgi-aced and ruined man. Ho 
has thrown everything away, and for 
what? I have hoard some severe 
criticisms upon the manner in which 

3lis counsel conducted his defence — 
or rather, did not cuntluct it, for there 
was positively no defence inado for 

• him. All that they tried to do — and 
in that they succeeded — was to pro- 
venftis conviction on the graver 
count of the indictment. Had ho 
been found guilty of that it would 
have been felony, and he would have 
been sent to penal servitude. The 
counsel for the defence showed a nerv- 
ous desire to avoid casting any reflec- 
tions upon Mis3Dicken.son;aiid in this 
tliey were probably prudent, fiut 
still it was probable that the young 
lady was not adverse to a little inno- 
cent lliitation with such a handsome 
and agreeablo man; she perhaps 
thought thatsho had made a coni|uest 
of him, "and that it might result in a 
marriage. He' had not giv( n liei- his 
name- she was probably uiv ler the im- 
pression tliat he was unmarried; anil 
she perhaps conversed with him a 
little too freely.

Of the four memlnn-.s ol" tlio proaent 
Government wo cannot name one who 
ib losB enlilloa to look foi- a ronowal 
of the popnlar conlidonce reposed in 
liini four ycar.s ago than th(! Coiuinia- 
sionor of Lands and "Worlis. Elected 
ut liiHt ago as a prol'eHseil Ijil)eral, 
he has distinguished hiinsidf in the 
:\lniisli'y aud Ifiuiso by cxi.'iissivi" illi- 
berality and a total disregard for the 
will and voice of the people. One of 
his earliest iiets after acc('])ling the 
poL-lfolii) of Tiaiuls Works was to 
shake the title of every pre-(iinption 
cluini on the Islaud by declaring that 
none ot the earl ier-setl led districts 
had been snrvoyed within the mean- 
ing of the Act. A landholder whose 
title had been attacked on this plea, 
Lrought the Clhief Commissioner be- 
foro Jiulgo Clray, who, iu dceiiling thi> 
oai>o lulviM-yol.y to the pretensions of the 
Land 011iee,lii,erally Hayed that ollieial. 
It is iicuilluds to ronnirk thiit uulhiug 
nioro has sinoc been lioard of the insecuv- 
itv of ure-eiiiiitidii chiiuia. Tlio next ilis- 
creilitable l)u..iiu ss with whieli the Chief 
Commisbiouia- up))ears bo havo been mix- 
ed tip was the famous Toxada steal. From 
Ilia own testimony when brought before 
the Royal Coiumission it was soon 
that while lie aided in every way the pre- 
Heut holders of that valuable betl of min- 
eral to obtain the Crown grant— strain- 
ing every point in their favor— heallow- 
ed his sid)ordinatos to iihu'O every eon- 
ecivablo obataclo in the way of other 
companios who wore not iu tbe 
King, ilogiatration, titles aud grants 
which Ijona fide companies bavo spont. 
years in trying to obtain, without success, 
were issned to the King on applioatiun; 
and so anxious was the Chief Comuiis- 
Bioncr to further the nofarimis ends of 
grabbers tliat ho paid for the survey of 
the Island from the public; revenues. Un- 
der those circumstances, it is not surpris- 
ing that the three Judges who sat on the 
Commission were so amazed, overjiower- 
ed, dhocked by the glaring irregularities 
presented that they returned a verdict of 
"\ot Proven," being prevented by hard- 
swoaring from convicting; but heaving it 
nil record that there was strong prosnmi)- 
tive evidence of the Qovernnitait's eom- 
jdicity in the fraud. Au in^riuittal under 
tlio circumstances was injpossible, ab 
though confidently anticiiiatod by the 
guilty men. The Chief ComniissioHor.aa 
I Lo custodian of the public lauds, was the 
m»!i Lo whom the country had a right to 
look to jjrotect their public domain from 
Buoh wicked raids. When he failed in 
that he failed iu everything. AVhen he 
forgot his duty in that one respect he 
showed that ho was nnwortliy of ijuolio 
confldenco iu every other. During the 
last session returns of the timber leases 
granted were asked for by Mr. Holbrook. 
Tlio f'hief Commissioner pleaded want of 
time to prepare the returns; but promis- 
ed to provide them at tho earliest possi- 
ble moment after tlio House rose. Six 
months havo passed since the House rose 
and the country is still without the pro- 
inieed information. Another abuse that 
b&a grown up in tbe Lands and Works 
under Mr. Beaven is the employment of 
Cliinamen to tho exclusion of white labor 
ors. No ju'ecautious are taken to pri'scribe 
ill tlie si)eeificationB tho employment of 
white men; aud the couKPijueuce is that 
nine out of every ton dollars paid for la- 
lior on roads and bridges pass into the 
bauds of Chinese peons, and by their mas- 
tors are remitted to China, doinp; little or 
!\o good to tho taxpayers from whom it is 
drawn or to the eouutry in which it is 
earned. Under the adiuiuistrutiou of Mr. 
lieaven tlio grossest abuses in the distri- 
bution of the public revenue liave grown 
»ip. Some districts are cut oiT with a 
poltry 83000 or 84000, while otliers not 
any more entitled, receive as high as 
i?72,000! The consequence is the most 
natural in the world. Tho magnificent 
wagon-roads betiueathed by the Ci-own 
Bystem of (Jovernment are falling into a 
state of decay — wearing out --and little or 
nothing is being done to nuulor tlieni 
safe for travellers or freight. The East 
Saanich road remains in almost Ihi' same 
state as in 180L Cowiehan still cries out 
lor her trunk-road on which a pick has 
not yet been struck; and freights on the 
\'uli' and Cariljoo road have risou from 
-1' , t,(j 10 cents [ler pound iu 0(jiis(.Mpn;uco 
t)i tho shameful neglect aud narsiinoiiy of 
the Lands aud Works, The damning 
facts we have sketched ought to be suiU- 
ciout to consign even a more iiojjular mau 
than Mr. Ikavcn to the sliadcs of private 
life, but tho catalogue of iniquity is not 
vet complete. In hie address now before 
thti electors the Chief Commissioner says 
that, 

"In dealing with questions of a more 
national character arising out of tho fail- 
mo )iv the Uoiuiuiou (Jovernment to 
c'.iiiv lint their treaty (ddigatioufl, ro- 
Mi.rc'iin;-'; rnihvuy aud other nintlcrs.it. has 
been the aim of tho Provincial (lovcru- 
moul lo act prom))tly, and lirndy, but 
teiuperately, m the discharge of the plain 
ilntics imposed upon them." 

Let uHsee iiow far tho record will bear out 
this asserti;-!!. When Mr. Walkem rc- 
turiic-d ii'oiu Ivifdiiud with the Iteliixod 
Terms, he was bound by ii rcsnlntion.'of tho 
House to sulnnit Ihein to tho Peojilo -tiio 
People of whom this Alinistry have ever 
luid a wholesome dread— for ratilicatiou. 
instead of doing that he stood np in the 
House and declared that there wore no 
new TcraiH. Tliis was said to quiet the 
np country luendau's, soiik! of xi linni weni 
crying out for justice for the iAbiiuhmd. 
If lie had boon hard i)resiie(l wo verily 
believe tho Attorney General woukl have 
said that he had never been to Enghmd at 
all! Did Mr. Beaven. like a liberal-mind- 
ed, independent man, suoh as this oon- 
stitueiicy has a right to select for its r(!- 
pjosi'idative, rise uj) and say, "1 decline 
to bo a party to this deceit, Tho teruis 
(ice altered. The Prenuer knows it; the 
country knows it; and 1 wash my bands 
i)f the dirty business now and forever and 
..ti l) 'down and out' from my position T 
Hill he. He held as fast lo his oUlco as 
tlie hovseleeoh to its victim. Nay ; he did 
Dioiei He repeated the flSBortion of liis 



Premier and declared that the terms had 
not boon altered. Fatal dechiration! 
Copies of the Standard containing it 
reaohod Ottawa the very evening of tho 
day on which the vote was to bo taken in 
the Senate on the Island Railway Bill. 
"I tiiul," I'xelainied one of tho Senators, 
(Mr. Penny) "that iilr. Mackenzie has 
.'^tsiled ill tin) House of Commons that tho 
Terms of Union with Britisb Columbia 
liavo lioon altered, and that this railway 
is giVeu in oompousation therefore; and 
I find by this paper that the Premier and 
the Chief Oommuaioner of that Province 
bave stated in its House that the terms 
have not been altered. Believing that a 
trap has boon set for Canada, I must vote 
against this measure." Aud tho Bill was 
lost by a majority of throe. So uuicli 
for the "aim of the Provincial (ioverii- 
ment to act promp'tly aud firmly, but 
temperately, in tbe discharge of the pliuii 
duties imposed upon them." Passing 
over the Indian question, which is likely 
to be a festering sore for many years if 
Mr. Beaven and his colleagues are return- 
ed to ofliee, we eoiue to the tinaiieial |)ol- 
iey of the Ministry. Iu his address, I\[r. 
Beaven speaks about "snfoguarda in tlio 
protection of the rights and just claims 
of British Columbia." Does it not aoem 
like tho height of mockery to talk about 
"safeguards" and "protection" when 
the Government policy has been to tear 
down those safeguards and place us in 
thi^ power of Canada ? At this very mo- 
uieiit, when tho (!biof Commissioner is 
procluiniiiig his honesty of pnrpoao, and 
when Mr. Walkem is drumming recruits 
to "light Mackenzie" they nro running 
the Province head over heels in debt to 
Canada, — breaking dowu the only "safe- 
guards" we possess iigiiinst the eneroach- 
BU'uloftho JJoiainion. ami destroying 
o\ir only elnuioo lor conipensatiou und in- 
demnity for tbe iKin-perforinaiiee of the 
Railway eontraet. Can the )>olicy of a 
Government that holds in one liantl a 
club to sttike Canada, and in tlio other 
holds a hat asking Canada to drop iu any 
"unconsidered trille ' she may havo "ly- 
ing around loose," bo an honest one'.-' 
Wo answer, no. And wo toll the people 
of \'ictoria and British Columbia that 
llioy are being "fooled" by Mv. Beaven 
and his colleagues. At this moment, 
when lhei,r election cry is for "wiir" they 
are suing ut Ottawa for "peace." Tho 
Franchise Bill of last session — which 
robbed hundreds of British subjects of 
thoir birthright— is another measure in 
introducing and supporting wliich tho 
Chief Commissioner covered himself with 
infamy "as with a mantle," and that Act 
alone ought to bo sufliciont to insure his 
defeat. In his capacity of Chief Couiniia- 
sionor we tlnd that Mr. Beaven has sub- 
sidized a venal Press with odveTtisements: 
passed tho Liniment and Horsefoed bills 
of the Attorney General without a ques- 
tion; used the public revenue to vio- 
late the [ndepondeiico of Parliament 
by corrupting private inoinbors of the 
House! Startling as this last charge 
may seem, its truth will uovortheloss bo 
shortly suown. With regard to tlie gen- 
oral financial policy of the Government 
v/o believe that it is destined to crush tho 
Province bonoatli a load of debt und tax- 
ation wdiieh tbe youngest man amongst 
ns will not live to see roinovod. Jt be- 
hooves every man having a stake in tho 
country to organize and break down this 
governmontal oligarchy. No more efl'ect- 
ual method can be found than in rejoot- 
ing tbe men who have held their places 
by persistent and barefaced falsehoods; 
who were concerned" in tho Toxada steal; 
who cannot point to a single brick laid 
upon another and say, "we havo added 
that to the wealth of the conimuuity;" 
who caunot show that they have oncour- 
aged a si.igle productive enterprise; or 
assisted a single real reform; or forward- 
ed or stimulated a "single noble act or 
generous inipulae. British Columbia 
might pay theso unfaithful inou their 
four years' salary and part with them to- 
day ami be a gainer liy their absence.
